Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 2-4, 18, 28-29, 32-33, and 35-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Figliuzzi (US4951558). 

Figliuzzi discloses a cooking device comprising a body (16) which carries a tank (10) 
with electrical heating element (column 4, lines 4-7), a basket (14), an actuation means to move 
the basket in and out of the tank (24; column 4, lines 1 1-15), a temperature sensor (76), and 
control means (32, 34) for actuation means, a timer (162), a stirring means with a rotatable vane 
(192) removably attached to a pulling unit and connected to a motor (column 7, lines 3-24), 
microswitches (54, 56), side wall of basket has a plurality of calibrated holes facing the heating 
element and a space between basket and tank (Figures 1-2), a spacer element between basket and 
tank and an anti-flexion device (column 4, lines 20-24), control means is an electric circuit board 
(68), and a method of heating the contents of the tank to a predetermined temperature, after 
predetermined temperature has been reached lowering the basket, once lowered starting the timer 
for a preset time, and when end of preset time has been reached deactivating heater and 
removing basket (column 6, lines 47-60).

3. Claims 5-17, 19-27, 30-31, 34, and 37-41 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
